In this last field are included the costs of spon- 
sorship of local and regional recreational courses, 
the in-service training and employment of part- 
time personnel and the costs of travel to pro- 
vincial or regional courses and workshops. 

In the area of capital expenditure the total 
grant can run as high as eight dollars per person 
for the first one thousand of population. For 
the next 20,000 of population the recreational 
grants run to three dollars per person, and over 
the 21,000 mark the rate is one dollar per 
person. These grants are made to cover a five 
year period and, with departmental approval, the 
grant may be paid either in a lump sum or in 
five equal annual payments, 

When it comes down to deciding which pro- 
jects are eligible for grants, consideration will 
be given to those projects which are recommend- 
ed to the municipality by its recreational board 
as being in the best interests of the entire com- 
munity. The basis for judging what constitutes 
the best interests of the community as a whole 
comprises an overall plan for the development 
of present and future recreational facilities, for 
marking the maximum use of existing facilities, 
including schools, and consideration of the bene- 
fits accruing from the co-development of school 
and community facilities. 

The category of special grants is designed to 
further recreational facilities throughout the pro- 
vince where the special needs of an area do not 
fall into the normal definitions of eligible pro- 
jects as outlined above. For example, where the 
grants already discussed are not practicable, 
special grants may be made to Indian and 
Metis populations for the development of ap- 
proved recreational services. 

Another example could be the situation 
where two or more municipalities co-operate to 
provide a comprehensive recreation service for 
their joint use. To do this, the municipalities 
would be expected to establish a single recrea- 
tion board on which each municipality would be 
represented. In addition to the normal grants 
for capital and current expenditures, they would 
then also be eligible for a further grant of fifty 
cents per person up to a maximum of five 
thousand dollars. 

Municipalities which are in the initial stages 
of organization and have not yet created their 
recreation board may receive $300 for leadership 
development programs. e 
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Alberta Is Centered 
On Map of World

NEWLY PREPARED MAP, “Edmonton in 

the World”, is now being made available 
to the general public on payment of a nominal 
charge from the Surveys Branch of the Alberta 
Government Department of Highways. Designed 
for wall mounting and measuring 29 inches by 
29 inches, it shows Edmonton at map centre, 
with distance rings marking off the straight line 
distances from Edmonton to the various areas of 
the world. 


Because the world is round and a map is 
flat, various projections are used in map-making 
to indicate the world’s features, but obviously 
none of these is going to be completely accurate. 
There are some 150 different projections used in 
map-making although some of these are highly 
specialized and reserved for specific applications. 
About thirty projections are in common use. 


The way Highways Department Cartographer 
W. Bogdan describes it, making a flat map from 
a round world is like peeling an orange in one 
piece and then flattening out the skin on a 
table. Something has to give. It then becomes 
necessary to decide which quality should re- 
main intact and which qualities may be sacrificed. 
The new map is a true distance map with the 
continents somewhat misshapen to retain ac- 
curate mileage.

INCE THE ESTABLISHMENT of the Rural 
Electrification Revolving Fund in 1953, 
Rural Electrification Associations have borrowed 
a total of $53,592,215 to the end of April 1968, 
and have made repayments totalling $36,607,186. 
Borrowings during the month of April 1968 
amounted to $120,092,000.

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Government And Industry Combine In Training Proc:s 


N EIGHT-WEEK SPRING training course 
in equipment operation for road building 
work has resulted in 32 men moving into jobs 
at various construction projects throughout the 
province. The training program, involving sup- 
rt by the Alberta Department of Education, 
Department of Highways and the Alberta Road- 
builders Association, was the largest and most 
extensive course of its kind ever undertaken in 
Alberta. The course was financed with funds 
provided under the Federal-Provincial Occupa- 
tional Training Agreement. Co-ordination of 
planning and the classroom instruction was the 
task of the Alberta Department of Education 
and, in particular, the Division of Vocational 
Training and the Northern Alberta Institute of 
Technology. The Division of Vocational Educa- 
tion also provided control of funds and the ac- 
counting for the entire project. 


The Alberta Highways Department provided 
the course site in the Department's Clover Bar 
Pit area near Edmonton. The Highways Depart- 
ment also contributed two motor graders; a 40- 
foot trailer; a generator for lighting and power; 
and a 24-hour watchman who lived at the site. 
Additional heavy-duty equipment for the course 
was made available on loan by various Alberta 
equipment dealers and distributors. 


Under arrangement with the Department of 
Education and the dealers furnishing equipment 
for training, the course provided fuel and a 
$1,000,000 insurance policy to cover all perils, 
with $250,000 ceiling for any one accident. 
Students had at their disposal 16 pieces of road- 
building equipment valued at more than $1,000,- 
000. 


A team of seven foreman-type instructors 
and a Chief Field Instructor were recruited for 
the Alberta Heavy Equipment Operators Train- 
ing Course. The Northern Alberta Institute of

Technology provided shop and classroom facili- 
ties, and further designed and conducted the 
theoretical and indoor sessions of training. Class- 
room theory and shop instruction accounted for 
50 per cent of the course content. The re- 
mainder of the course involved instruction at 
the pit area work site. 


The theory portion of the course included 
basic grading instruction, vehicle safety, highway 
traffic act, compensation, insurance, job appli- 
cations, clothing, work sheets, logs, repair re- 
quest and 18 hours of first aid training leading 
to a St. John’s Ambulance certificate. At the 
work site, following a day’s training on equip- 
ment, students also received instruction in 
machine care and service.

the patients closer to the world 
around them, to ward off alienation 
from their surroundings and treat- 
ment and to ease the ennui that fre- 
quently attends life in any large 
institution whether it be a hospital, 
sanatorium, or orphanage. 


A hospitalized person suffering 
from certain types of mental dis- 
order may for various reasons show 
lassitude, loss of sense of individu- 
ality, an apparent inability to plan 
for the future and a loss of interest 
in his or her surroundings and 
things in general. 


The current program of patient 
involvement is ideally adapted to 
the treatment of such hospitalized 
persons. Changed now is the old 
approach of saying, in effect, “These 
people are not capable of producing 
anything significant in the manner 
of healthy persons, therefore, let us 
just accept whatever they give.” 


The approach now is to strongly 
request of the patient everything 
that he is capable of putting forth, 
stopping short of being too demand- 
ing. It is felt that overprotectiveness 
fosters infantilism, that asking too 
little deprives the patient of the 
therapy of challenge. The staff at 
Alberta Hospital is told, “Don’t ex- 
pect too little — ask for enough.” 
This they do, and the response 
fosters enthusiasm in the staff. 


The program centres in the Al- 
berta Hospital Patients’ Council, an 
administrative body elected from 
among the patients and charged 
with a measure of self government. 
To quote from the Council’s con- 
stitution, it is “to act for and in the 
best interests of the patients of the 
member wards . . . subject to the 
apptoval of the Medical, Recrea- 
tional and other authorities.” The 
Council is made up of representa- 
tives from each ward and its execu- 
tive is democratically elected from 





among _ its It meets 
regularly to consider possible sug- 
gestions to authorities regarding 
conditions and arrangements within 
the hospital and consider various 
projects in which the patients in- 
volve themselves. 


The essence of the success of the 
program is that the activities and 
projects undertaken by the patients 
are not idle, inconsequential pas- 
times but meaningful contributions 
to those around them. When a park 
that had existed on the hospital 
grounds had to give way for new 
construction, the patients took it on 
themselves to construct a new Cen- 
tennial Park. They landscaped the 
grounds and equipped the park with 
barbecue pits and a refreshment 
kiosk. Other patients are charged 
with the responsibility of operating 
the hospital's coffee shop, a res- 
ponsibility they discharge with suf- 
ficient acumen to show a substantial

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he First Low Rental Housing 
roject Scheduled For Calgary 


The Corporation has three basic functions: 
housing, land development, and urban renewal. 


Housing 

(1) Low income housing — either indepen- 
dently or in partnership with municipal and 
federal governments, the Corporation _ partici- 
pates in the provision of public or co-operative 
housing projects for people of low income. Until 
the proposed Calgary project, such projects were 
located only in the smaller municipalities of 
Peace River, Fort McMurray, Slave Lake and 
Drumheller. In order to encourage pride of owner- 
ship, resulting in better care of the housing thus 
provided, the Corporation proposes to make 
ownership available after a given period, under 
the terms of the Condominium Act. 


(II) Staff housing — in any community in 
the province where the Government of Alberta 
provides a service requiring its employees to 
reside in that community, and where suitable 
accommodation is not readily available, staff 
housing is provided on a rental basis. A prime 
example of this may be found in Peace River, 
where 15 single dwelling houses and a 17-suite 
apartment house have been constructed for em- 
ployees of the new penal institution. These res- 
idences have been integrated within the town 
itself. 


(III) Student housing — the $3 million stu- 
dent resident complex now under construction at 
the Olds Agricultural and Vocational College is 
an example of the type of student housing which 
is now being provided under the administration of 
the Corporation. In this particular case, the Corp- 
oration assumes the responsibility for the loan of 
funds, while the Department of Public Works calls 
tenders, arranges for architectural work, and 
supervises construction. Such student accommoda- 
tion is NOT provided for the Universities, but 
only for the Agricultural and Vocational Colleges 
at Olds, Vermilion and Fairview. 


Land Development — in this area the corporation 
operates two basic programs: 


(I) land assembly — the principal intent is 
to provide serviced residential lots where lack of

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these is inhibiting housing growth. Through the 
partnership approach with municipal, provincial 
and federal governments the Corporation or mu- 
nicipality may acquire land, service it, then put 
it up for sale ‘to developers. 

(II) land development projects — through 
the financial facilities of the National Housing 
Act, the Provincial Corporation or a municipality 
could acquire, service, then dispose of land for 
residential purposes by sale, or rent, and in the 
latter case reduce the down payment of the homes 
by the component land cost. 


Urban Renewal — There are three basic steps in 
any urban renewal program: 

(I) A “Part V” Urban Renewal Study, in 
which a municipality, usually through a consul- 
tant, makes a general study of the entire munici- 
pality in order to delineate blighted or substandard 
areas in the community — whether residential, 
commercial or industrial 

(Il) Preparation of an Urban Renewal 
Scheme for one of the areas designated by the 
Study. In effect, this is a detailed plan to be 
affected at the implementation stage. 

(III) Implementation of the plan prepared 
under step (II), which can take the form of a 
complete redevelopment if conditions necessitate, 
or a program of rehabilitation and conservation of 
areas that are still worth saving. For example, 
the Calgary project mentioned at the beginning 
of this article is part of an urban renewal scheme 
which will ultimately cost $6.5 million. A feasibil- 
ity study will be made to determine whether the 
plan should be carried further and integrated 
with further redevelopment of the downtown 
area of Calgary. If this is found to be feasible, 
the entire project could cost up to $20 million. 


Housing corporations exist in other provinces 
of Canada, but solely for the administration of 
public housing. The Alberta Housing and Urban 
Renewal Corporation is unique in that it adminis- 
ters Urban Renewal provisions, land assembly 
and land development, as well as public housing. 
The provision of low income housing, also, is in 
a new dimension, never before having been 
undertaken in Alberta. 


At the end of 1967, the Alberta Housing and 
Urban Renewal Corporation was involved in 
dealings with 87 municipalities, including projects 
completed, underway, or at various stages of 
investigation and/or obtaining approval. These 
included 54 municipalities relating to public 
housing, 12 in relation to land assembly, and 21 
on the subject of urban renewal. e 





Annual Compilation Ot Figures Showing Fy, 


Ficvres HAVE BEEN released by the 
Department of Municipal Affairs, showing 
Equalized Assessments for all Alberta municipali- 
ties for the year 1968. These figures are used 
to determine the contribution which each muni- 
cipality will make to provincial funds from which 
grants are paid to school and hospital authorities 
to assist in the costs of hospital and educational 
services. They cover ten cities, 100 towns (Fox 
Creek was established in 1967), 167 villages, 29 
counties, 19 Municipal Districts (two Municipal 
Districts became counties on January 1, 1968), 
51 improvement districts, and two special areas. 


These assessments are also employed in the 
formula under which Municipal Assistance 
grants are computed for payment to municipali- 
ties. Also, in cases where a school or hospital 
authority finds it necesary to impose supplemen- 
tary requisitions upon the member municipali- 
ties, such requisitions are allocated on the basis 
of the equalized assessments of such municipali- 
ties. 

The total assessment for all municipalities 
indicates an overall increase of $124,786,312 from 
1967. The 1968 total assessment figure is 
$2,857,202,684.

FFORTS ARE made in the 

Province of Alberta to ensure 
that no one is denied justice be- 
cause of lack of money. Under the 
Alberta Legal Aid Plan (Criminal), 
any individual who is accused of an 
offence which is punishable by im- 
risonment, but who is deemed un- 
able to afford the services of an 
attorney, may apply for legal aid, 
at no cost to himself. 

Alberta became the first province 
in Canada to offer such assistance, 
when the plan was introduced in 
1964, and since then, out of a total 
of 4,384 accused persons who have 
applied for assistance under the 
Plan, 3,322 were given the neces- 
sary aid. 

The Alberta Legal Aid Plan 
(Criminal) is based on the basic 
rights of an accused person: 


(1) to be represented by Counsel, 

(2) to an adjournment to retain 
Counsel, 

(3) to know that he is innocent 
until proven guilty, 

(4) to have ample time to present 
his case, 

(5) to call witnesses and to have 
them subpoenaed by the Court, 

(6) to testify or not to testify in 


his own defence, 

(7) to cross-examine witnesses, 

(8) to plead guilty or to plead not 
guilty to any violation, and to 
know the consequences of a 
plea of guilty. 

When a person is arrested and 
charged with an indictable offence 
for which he might, if convicted, 
be sent to prison he may, depending 
on the nature of the offence, be 
eligible to request and complete an 
Application for Legal Aid and re- 
turn it to the authority in whose 
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custody he is held, or to the Local 
Legal Aid Committee, care of the 
Clerk of the Court in the nearest 
judicial district. 

The majority of applications for 
Legal Aid are made in the cities 
of Calgary and Edmonton, al- 
though a few are handled in the 
other judicial districts of Vegre- 
ville, Grande Prairie, Peace River, 
Hanna, Drumheller, Medicine Hat, 
Lethbridge, Fort Macleod, Wetaski- 
win and Red Deer. 

The Calgary and Edmonton ap- 
plications are forwarded to the of- 
fices of the Debtors’ Assistance 


Board, a branch of the Department 


of the Attorney General, which 
renders valuable assistance in the 
Administration of the Legal Aid 
Plan. 


When an application for Legal 
Aid is received from an accused 
person, a member of the Local Legal 
Aid Committee will interview the 
applicant to determine his eligibili- 
ty for receiving aid and, if his ap- 
plication is accepted, designate and 
appoint Counsel to represent him. 


To be eligible for assistance in 
criminal matters, a person must, if 
unmarried, be certified as having an

income of no more than $2,000, 
and, if married, no more than 
$2,500 plus $300 for each depen- 
dent other than wife or husband. 
If the person is under the age of 
20 years, and living with parents 
or guardian, he will not be granted 
legal aid unless his parents or 
guardian are not in a position to 
av for counsel for him, Special 
consideration is sometimes given to 
applications from persons who, al- 
though not qualified according to 
their income, would have insufficient 
means, after taking into account 


their commitments and the probable 






cost of defence, to enable them to 
pay for adequate representation. 


Counsel for each successful appli- 
cant is appointed from the Local 
Volunteer Roster, a list of lawyers, 
all members of the Law Society of 
Alberta, who have indicated their 
willingness to accept clients under 
the Legal Aid Plan. Their fees are 
paid by the Government of Alberta, 
according to a Tariff of Fees estab- 
lished by the Attorney General of 
Alberta and the Legal Aid Advisory 
Committee.

Initially, the vaccine 
surchased for distribuition by the department. Later, when the 
Povernment of Canada made the vaccine available, grants were provided 
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to municipalities to use for administration and to reduce the cost of vac- 
cination by veterinarians. 


Alberta was the first to introduce brucellosis restricted areas, which 
came into being in the province in 1950. Under this program, cattle 
owners petitioned to have all calves in their municipality vaccinated. In 
addition, all public sale cattle within the restricted area were tested for 
brucellosis and known infected animals were branded and their move- 
ments limited. By 1958, better than 90 percent of all heifer calves were 
being vaccinated each year. Petition for control measures were often 
supported by more than 90 percent of the livestock owners in a municipality 
and fall vaccination campaigns became part of the annual agricultural 
events. With the enthusiastic support of cattle raisers and practising 
veterinarians, 5,767,106 calves were vaccinated. 


The Canada Department of Agriculture’s national brucellosis con- 
trol program came into effect in 1960, requiring the testing of all cattle 
and the elimination of infected animals, Still, compulsory vaccination 
continued to be actively promoted by the province and was maintained 
in a municipality for approximately five years after federal testing com- 
menced. Today, although the compulsory program is ended, grants in 
support of voluntary vaccination continue to be provided for cattle owners 
wishing to vaccinate herd replacements. e
